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What are the cold hard facts 
of the situation? Several thou-| 
sand men and women of several’ 
nationalities have been driven] 
from’ their business in the Yang-_ 
tze Valley and southern China| 
and there is no sign of any nor- 
mal way by which they may re-| 
turn to it.

‘the Nanking’ outrage, a crime 
against international righteous. 
ness and common humanity of| 
unparalleled enormity has .been| 
committed in every action of the 
so-called Nationalist Government, 
a crime that cries aloud for 
vengeance and redress. Oceut 
tion of Hankow and the Wuhan| 
area is the only way of punish- 
ing this wrong and of subduing 
the madness which is doing as 
much harm to China as to for-| 
cigners, The remedy is not 
difficult to apply. Quite enough| 
troops could be spared from the 
defence of Shanghai for the 
work and although big shipping| 
cannot get up to Hankow in cer- 
tain periods of the year, there| 
is always enough water to keep 
open communications. 

If the other Powers are not 
prepared to support Great Bri- 
tain in this vitally necessary 
step, then we urge that she will 
not hesitate to act alone, There 
ig no reason why she should not 
do 80 and every reason why she 
should. For two years past she

PROM A CosResPoNDEN? 


‘Tho political situation in Sze~ 
‘ehuan, as regards foreign relations 
was, ‘up to the end of March, 
roughly as follows: 

All the Szechuan Generals had 
‘accepted the commissions issued to 
‘them by the Nationalist Government 
at Hunkow, the last to do so being 
General Tien Sung-yao, whose head-| 
quarters are at Tungehuanfu (also 
known ay Santai) in the north of| 
the province, Generals Tien Sung-| 
yao and Teng Hsi-hou (the latter’ 
sharing the control of the Capital, 
Chéngty, with Pangpan Lia Wen: 
both reluctant to as-| 
sociate themselves openly with the 
Nationalist Government, it being| 
nderstood ‘that they viewed with| 
disfavour the extremist, principles 
which the latter had already. put| 
into operation in the Wu-Han area. 

‘The Fear of Propaganda 

It might be said with confidence! 
that few, if any, of the leading| 
Sueehuan’ Generals eally approve! 
the extremist tendencies of the] 
Nationalist (Hankow) Government, 
But they were all anxious to be on. 
the winning side, and were very 
afraid of the novel weapon of pro- 
paganda, which they had seen used 
with such effect in Hunan, Hupeh, 
Kiangei and elsewhere, In'fact the 
vaid weapon had been’ used in Sze~ 
chuan, where by its aid mutinies 
had been brought about against | 
General Liv Tsen-hou at Shunching 
and Civil Governor Lai Hsin-hui at 
Luchow. 

Tt was obvious that so long as| 
the Szechuan Generals stood to- 
gether in opposition to Nationalist 
interference with the _ internal 
affairs of the province they could, 
hold Szechuan for the Szechuanese. 
‘And ay they showed signs of doing} 
this—having succeeded not long 
before in ousting the interloping| 
Kueichow General Yuan Tzu-ming.

the number, were selected, and the 
workmen proceeded to take over the| 
colliery. Presumably there were a 
‘sufficient number of men who Joined 
these Soviets with enough knowledge

MARSHAL FENG AND_ 
SOVIET AID 





Half a Million Dollars in Six 
Months But More Supplies 
Apparently Stopped 

Peking, Apr. 22, 

‘The recently discovered documents 
at the Soviet Embassy’ show that 
the Soviet has paid Marshal Feng. 
Yuchsiang more than $500,000 for 
propaganda and army expenses for 
the six months ending March 31, 
1926, but it is believed that he has 
received little money or munitions 
from the Soviet since then and most 
military authorities express. the 
‘opinion that his Army is now very 
poorly equipped and unlikely seri- 
ously to threaten the Fengtien flank 
fn the near future. On the other 
hand, Marshal Wu’ Pel-tu’s former 
subordinates, Generals Chang Chih 
kung and Lia Chen-hua, who have 
recently been in the vicinity of 
Honantu, are preparing to advance 
on Tungkvan to attack Marshal 
Feng's forees in Shonsi. 

General Yen Hsi-shan has re- 
peatedly congratalated the Mukden 
Hforees on their victories in Honan.

BRITISH AEROPLANE 
ACCIDENT 





Mechine Ruined in Collision 
with Mast of Junk in the 
Whangpoo 


A Jarge British bombing seaplane 
‘was almost totally wrecked Inst 
Jday. afternoon after colliding with 
Ja native boat opposite Jardine’s 
Pootung Wharf, 

Tt appears that the seaplane had 
Jjust taken off from the river at the 
‘side of H. M. S. Argus with the ine 
tention of proceeding ‘towards the 
river mouth and after rising 24 
feet from the water, the left wing 
‘of the plane collided’ with the mast 
of a Chinese junk which was pro- 
ceeding up river. 

After striking the junk the 
plane capsized, the engine 
was, of couse, hot, becor 
merged and accordingly being e-n- 
siderably damaged. Launches wore 
immediately sent from H. M.S. 
Argus and the machine was toved 
to the ship's side. 

‘The wing of the plane was com 
pletely smashed and the total dam= 
age sustained to the seaplane is

‘A deep fog had prevented those 
jon beard the ship from seeing the 
Steep Island Pass Light House, and 
pascengers who had had occasion 
walk on deck shortly before the 
mishap ecured felt the omino 
hrill which attends fog at sea. 
The ship had been progressing, 
slowly for several hours, and then 
shorily before midnight’ the order 
was given by the captain for the 
fengines to be stopped and anchor 
dropped for the remainder of the 
night, or until the fog cleared. The 
fact that this was done was stated 
emphatically yesterday by the lady 
passenger who presented her version 
fof the accident, to have been the 
only thing which saved the ship 
from crashing on the rocks and froma 
Jereating a mightly sea disaster. 

The engines were stopped, but the 
anchor not yet dropped, when te 
ship actually struck the tocks, The 
hock was felt throughout the 
jength of the steamer and soveral 
passengers flung out of their beds. 
Our informant was among the first 
to leave her cabin to investigate 
the trouble and upon entering the 
passace running outside her eabin 
whe met one of the stewards who 
all passengers were to assemble 
jon deck.

Labourers’ Reinforced by Rett 
Students: Water Cut Off 
and Gates Closed 1 


Meétings took place on Monday 
and Tuesday at the Missions 
Building, 23 Yuen Ming Yuen Road, 
of the Board of Governors of the 
Shanghai Baptist College in Yang- 
‘tszepoo for the purpose of meeting 
the situation which has recently 
arisen there as a part of the 
activities of the Labour Union, 


Advice to Leave ' 


The foreign faculty of the 
college were advised some time ago 
by the American Consul-General to 
Jeave the institution, which is situate 
ed in Chinese territory, and to come 
to Shanghai, permission having: been 
retained, however, for male members 
‘of the faculty to continue with their 
classes during the day, only return- 
ing to Shanghai at night. With 
the exception of a slight disruption 
necessitated by the new arrangement 
the school curriculum has therefore 
been maintained. Women members 
of the staff have remained in Shang 
hai and in many instances” their 
places have been taken by mixsion= 
aries belonging to this organization 
who have "arrived here from the 
interior. While it was stated on Mon- 
day by a local representative of the 
college that the matter of carrying 
on with the daily instruction by men 
professors was purely one of personal 
opinion in wiich the majority con- 
curred, there still remained a few 
Professors who preferred not 40 to 
and fro daily to the college in view 
of recent happenings, 


A Strike Called ' 


‘There included a demonstration 
on April T by the labourers on the 
college campus who presented 22 
demands, comprising mainly « large 
increase’ in wages und a demand 
‘but no labourer could be dismissed 
‘without consent of the Labour Union, 
The authorities, while recognizing 
that the demands came as the direct 
result of Lubour Union instigation, 
nevertheless granted most of them, 
as they felt the occasion warranted 
it, About a fortnight later the 
demands were signed by the school 
authorities, but a note was affixed 
that the assent was given under 
compulsion owing to the actions of 
the labour organization and general 
Jabeur conditions. This action fail 
ed to plenve the agitators and a 
strike was called by the workers on 
‘the campus. 

Lights and water were first 
affected as the result of the strike 
and this ‘was followed by. cutting. 

On April 
5 when a group of the foreina staff 
arrived at the college in the morning 
they found the gates locked,

PROVISIONAL COURT OF 
APPEAL 


Several appeals were dismicsed by' 
Judges: Soong (presiding), Chiu and] 
‘Wa, with whom sat Dr, Ramondino, 
the’ Senior Consul’s Deputy, at the 
Special Provisional Court’ of Ap-| 
peals, on Tuesday afternoon. 

‘Tsu Zung-sung appealed against 
a sentence of imprisonment | 
which had been imposed upon him| 
by the Lower Court on March 29, 
when he was found guilty of shoot-| 
ing a loyal woman worker in the| 
employ of the Wing On Mills, 

Mr. Wu Cheng-yu appeared for 
the appelant and Mr. P. W. Gold- 
ring, assistant prosecuting solicitor, 
wus present to oppose the appeal. 

Appellant's case was that he 
should be released, or that his 














‘sentence should ‘be decreased, 
because of his youth, his in- 
experience and his lack’ of educa 





tion. “He had been compelled by! 
the Labour Union to murder the! 
deceased woman and was very sorry. 
now for what he had done, 

Mr, Goldring said that these 
factors had been taken into 
consideration by the Lower Court, 
after a long and patient trial, The 
result was that the Court saw fit 
to impose the life sentence instead 
‘of the death penalty which the 
‘case well merited. There was, sub- 
mitted counsel, no ground to change 
the of the court below. 

The Court dismissed the appeal 
and confirmed the Lower Court's| 
decision. 


Armed Robbers’ Appeal 

The case next was one in which 
two men had been sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life for committing| 
a series of armed robberies in the 
Settlement.

‘came to Gordon Road police station 
to see witness Inst Thursday, Wit- 
ness saw the third accused when he 
returned to the station and he asked 
witness if it was possible to release 
the first and second accused as they 
had nothing to do with the receiving 
of the cars.
